complainants, at night expressed: the opin- 
ion that he had worried Hapgoods

and announced that he will proceed in re- 
duttal of Hapgoods’ defense at 9 o'clock this 
morning. 

Hapgood Loses His Temper. 

Herbert J. Hapgood, the adroit head of the 
concern, was badly muddled under the fre ot 
cross examination directed at him by Mr 
Wayman. He had followed the other wit- 
nesses by making a statement that so 
like one of the encouraging stories published 
in Hapgood's Opportunities, the magazine 
that the prosecution asserts exists for the 
purpose of evading the state employment law > 
by making it possible for the concern to col- 
lect $5 from a man seeking 4 job instead of 
the §2 fee prescribed by law. 

Before the attorney got through with him 
Haepgood's self-poseession gave way to rage, 
in the course of which he used a cuse word 
and threatened to refuse to answer questions. 

However, before this stage was reached 


Hapsood had admitted some of the things 


that his attorneys, W. T. Abbott and L. N 

Hart, had shown a strong disposition to sup 

press while the witnesses were testifying. 
Makes Important Admissions. 

One of the important admissions elicited 
was that it is the custom of Hapgoods to 
attempt to secure §5 as a “‘ subscription to 
Opportunities from every applicant for a 
job whether he wants @ job in the state or 
elsewhere. | 

Another. was that when a man's registra- 
tion is accepted and he refuses to subscribe 
to Opportunities he gets such service as 
we please in our own sweet minds to give 
him,“ in the words of Mr., Hapgood. 

Hapgood, without apparent shame, admit- 
ted that the concern charges 5 per cent of 
the first year’s salary of men for whom it 
secures jobs and collects the money as soon 
as possible, Nobody expressed any doubt 
when Hapgood announced that We're not 
running any free 1 agency; we're 
running it for money.” 

Hapgood and his lawyers aia not deny 
that they have kept their weather eyes 
turned on the law. They said they had con- 
sulted the attorney general of the state on 
two occasions about technicalities of the 
business. 


Former Employe Tells Secrets. 


Perhaps Hapgood's worst five minutes was 
with one of his former employés, E. W. 
Hatch, 5622 Orchard street, a straightfor- 
ward young man who left Hapgood’s em- 
ploy last September. The attorneys for 
Hapgood made a strenuous fight against 
the admission of Hatch as a witness, but 
were overruled by the commission. 

„Did you have anything to do with Op- 
portunities?’ asked Attorney Wayman. 

* Sometimes I helped to compile the stuff,” 
said Mr. Hatch. “The department man- 
agers would supply cards containing de- 
sctiptions of jobs which they desired ad- 
vertised. The best positions seldom were 
advertised. A position remaining unfilled 
for six days is practically valueless. I can 
quote from Hapgoods’ Ideas that à posi- 
tion must be covered in twenty-four hours. 
A position uncovered for three days shall 
be considered practically dead. 

„How long does it take the advertisement 
to get from Hapgoods’ office to the 
reader when published in Opportunities?” 
asked the lawyer. 

Mr. Hatch figured up the time necessary 
for preparing magazine matter and getting 
it into the mails and gave the opinion that 
it takes about eighteen days. A 


“Inner House“ Rule. 

“The general practice was absolutely vo 
require $5 for Opportunities, further ex- 
plained Mr. Hatch. There was an inner 
house ruling that any employé of Hap- 
goods who shall submit an unpaid sub- 
scriber to a position shall become liable for 
the subscription and the commission, if 
unpaid. As a rule it was an that the 
positions over $2,500 were fill 

Were you paid a commission for your 
work?” asked Mr. Wayman. 

I was supposed to be, answered the wit- 
ness, with stress on the “ supposed.”

Flies Loose from Engine of Wau- 
kegan Electric Light Plant. 


TWO KILLED, TWO INJURED. 


One Building in Ruins and Several 
Near It Suffer Damage. 


Two men were killed; two hurt seriously; 
and several others slightly injured at 11:30 
o'clock last night in the plant of fhe North 
Shore Electric company at Waukegan. A 
blaze burned a section of a belt on a huge 
fly wheel, and the wheel flew from its bear- 
ing. The electric plant, valued at $136,000, 
virtually was destroyed, and several other 
buildings were damaged. 


The Dead. 

JENSEN, J. A., manager of the telephone ex- 
change at Waukegan, hit by piece of wheel; 
died at hospital an hour later. 

UNIDENTIFIED MAN, muitflated beyond reo- 
ognition; supposed te have been about 25 
years old; hit by fragment of flying wheel. 
The Injured. 

Dodd, P. F., drafteman at North Chicago Naval 
Training school, hit by fragment of wheel;

Victims Spectators at Fire. 

The fiywheel, which is reported to have 
been more than twenty feet In diameter, was 
released from its fastenings when the belt 
connecting it burned. An alarm of fire had 
just been sounded and all of the killed and 
injured save Jensen were spectators who 
had rushed to the scene and were standing 
on the sidewalk near the building. Jensen 
was a member of the Waukegan fire depart- 
ment. 

The origin of the fire is not known def 
nitely. 

The destroyed electric plant furnished light 
for Waukegan and other north shore towns. 

When the great wheel flew from its fas- 
tenings and crashed through a solid brick 
i wall the noise awakened hundreds of peo- 
ple in their beds, who thought an explosion 
had occurred. Windows for blocks around 
were shattered. The wheel burst into a 
dozen fragments, which went crashing in 
every direction. 


Terror in Hotel Edmund. 


At the Hotel Edmund, where a hole was 
ripped in the roof and plaster knocked from 
the walls amid the splintering of window 
glass, nearly 100 guests were badly fright- 
ened and a stampede was narrowly averted. 
The hotel is less than a block distant from 
the lighting plant. Many rushed from their 
rooms in their night clothes, thinking there 
had been an explosion in tho building. 

The other buildings damaged were the 
old armory structure and the building of the 
Waukegan Ice company.

Lively Contest on Resolutions. 


A lively contest in the resolutions commit- 
tee is predicted and because it is expected the 
leaders who know pretty well just what sort 
of resolutions will be adopted are chary about 
giving publicity tc their plans, being con- 
vinced that they will only add fuel to the 
fire. 

Of the contested issues, the personal lb- 
erty plank is making more trouble than the 
Bryan indorsement. In both cases it is only 
a question of how-far the convention should 
go, although there ts considerable opposi- 
tion to any reference to the liquor issue and 
still more opposition to the propositions to 
discuss state issues at all. 

When the plattorm is drawn, however, it 
will be found to contain resolutions angie 
ing most of the state questions and the 
sonal liberty plank will satisfy the Un tod 
Societies in part at least, even if it does not 
contain the anti-church declarations which 
were in the resolutions sent down by the 
United Societies. 

Secretary Anton J. Cermak of this organ- 
ization denies that the societies officially had 
anything to do with the preparation of the 
anti-church document, but admits that 
“members individually” may have pre- 
pared a resolution for the convention. 


Would Oust State Questions. 


Some of the downstate democrats, among 
them State Senator Frank Burton, are con- 
vinced that the convention has no concern 
with other than national issues, being called 
upon only to elect.national delegates; that 
the republicans made a mistake when they 
injected state questions into their platform, 
and that the democrats should avoid it. 

The majority seem to have a different idea 
of the propriety of things and insist that 
if the democratic party has any ideas relat- 
ing to the course of human events in the 
state of Illinois, now is the accepted time 
to trot them out. Consequently they are 
likely to be trotted out. 

Representative Walter Lants, who trains 
in the Sullivan organization, has gone to the 
trouble of preparing a statement of opposi- 
tion to various propositions which will be 
shot into the resolutions committee.

“The democratic party therefore pledges, 
its candidates, in the event they are given the 
power of administration of the state, to thor- 
oughly reorganize the system relating to the 
government of these institutions upon sucha 
basis as to entirely remove their management 
from control or interference by political m- 
fluence, looking entirely to the happiness and 
welfare of the inmates.’’

Mystery in Case of George Slink- 
er, at Wesley Four Days. 


POLICE FINALLY GET WORD. 


Call It Attempted Suicide, but Friends 
Hear of Woman in the Case. 


Suffering from two stab wounds, one bf 
which penetrated the left lung, George Slink- 
er, a student at the College of Physicians 
and Surgeons, is at the Wesley hospital in a 
precarious condition. 

Although he was taken to the hospital last 
Saturday.night, the police did not hear of it 
until yesterday afternoon.

SEEKS ORDER FROM CHAOS 


Executive Will Recommend One 
Committee Consider Every 
Phase of Problem. 


Mayor Busse will send to the council next 
Monday night a special message oh the sub- 


way question. In addition to insisting on 


an early start in the work, it will recom- 

mend not only that the subway problem 
proper be sent to the committee on local 
transportation, but that all matters connect- 


ed with tt be sent to the same committeé so 
| the entire matter can be considered by one 


body as a whole and not divided up among a 
number of perhaps conflicting ones. 

‘ Intimately connected with the building 
of a subway are the question of sewers, wa- 


ter mains, gas pipes, electric i ge wires, 
and in fact i underground work. 


Now all 
| these pipes and conduits are put under the 
streets in a haphazard sort of a way, the 


| latest comer going wherever it can find room, 

| until now there practically is no room left, 

and. what is almost as bad, there is no really 

; trustworthy map of underground Chicago in 

the possession of either the city or any pub- 
lie utility corporation. 


The city knows where its sewers and wa- 
ter mains are, the gas company can tell about 
its pipes, and the telephone and electric light 
companies are informed as to their respec» 
tive wires, but it would take a composite 
map of all to show the-tangle in its entirety. 
For years one contractor has had a prac- 
tical monopoly of downtown underground 


work, because he is better Informed than 


anybody else as to subsurface geagraphy. 


Order Out of Chaos. 

But the mayor's idea is that when the sub- 
way is built order should be brought out of 
this chaos, The subway is to be not only 
for street cars but in it are to be placed all the 
pipes, comduits and other underground work 
and there will be a place forall. Under a sys- 
tematic arrangement much room can lhe 
saved and the city or the companies have 
free access to their property, while the rent- 
ing of space to the companies will form a con- 
siderable part of the subway’s income. 

It also is absolutely necessary that more 
space be had for the oity underground. The 
sewers inside the loop were laid at a time 
when two entire squares did not tax them 
as much as a single office building does now. 
They are totally inadequate and larger ones 
must be put in. The water mains also are 
absolutely below standard. They soon must 
be replaced with larger ones. Then space 
must be found for the pipes of the contem- 
plated high pressure water system. It is 
consideration of these facts which leads the 
mayor to ask that the question be considered 
as a whole and not split up among different 
committees. 

Looks Far Ahead. af 

“If each branch of the problem were re- 
ferred to a asparate committee, said Chalr- 
man Foreman of the transportation commit- 
tee, “it would be like a man building a 
house having a different architect for each 
floor. It does not take much of an imagina- 
tion to see what would come out of that. 
The idea ia that when the committee finally 
is ready to report it will be able to recom- 
mend a complete plan, giving estimates of 
cost and the amount of construction work 
possible each year. 

The proposition is no small one. It ia 80 
important we cannot afford to make any mis- 
takes. ® must plan not for present con- 
ditions, but.a city ef 5,000,000. inhabitants. 
It is not ephemeral work. 

It is ticorrect even now to speak of the 
territory in Which traffie is congested as the 
loop diatrict.’ There is growing up all around 
the so-¢ealled business district a broad belt 
of light manufactories that is rapidly spread- 
ing the traffic problem beyond its present 
bounds. 

Chicago needs a subway; there is no doubt 
about that. It also needs the right kind of 
a subway. Tomy mind that means the build- 
ing dean auxiliary street under all the 
present ones in the downtown district. The 
disturbance to business during the building 
will be so great it would be inexcusable to 
build one which would only serve for a few 
years and then the work have to be done 
all over again.“ 


He Would Abolish Loop. 

The abolition of thé Union loop was urged 
as a remedy for traffic congestion by W. E. 
Cooke of the Automatic Electric company, in 
an address before the Chicago Associaiion of 
Commerce at noon. 

** Congestion is the result,“ he said, ** either 
of inadequate facilities of handling trame or 
facilities at hand not properly used. The 
question is one of acceleration. it involves 
the abolition of the loop and the improving 
of the pa vements.“

‘VICTIM OF PORM-ON SUICIDE 


Girl’s Verses Prompt New York 
Youth to End Life. 


USES PISTOL IN A PARK. 
Nota May French's Death Story Found 
in His Pocket. 


New York, April 22.—[{Special.}—" Nora 
May French's poem, “ Suicide,” claimed a 
third victim in New York today when Ros- 
sale Peck pulled a pistol trigger and sent 
a bullet into his heart as he lay on a bench 
in Prospect park, Brooklyn. 

A copy of the poem by Miss French, who 
died by her own hand, which probably 
spurred Peck to end his earthly troubles, was 
found in a pocket of his coat 

It is as follows: 

SUICIDE. 
I tilt my hollowed life and look within; 

The wine it held has left a purple trace. 
Behold a stain, where happiness has been, 


If I should shatter down this empty vase. 


Through what abysses would my soul be tossed 
To meet its Judge in undiscovered lands! 

What sentence meted me, alone and lost, 
Before him with the payment in my hands? 


Better the patient earth that loves me still 
Should drip her cleanness on the purple stain; 
Better my life, upheld to her, should fill 
With limpid dw and gradual ‘gift of rain. 


Printed beneath the poem was a verse from 
Houseman’s “ Shropshire Lad,“ in which a 
youth shoots himself with a revolver. Pack 
had written: Bravely done, my lad; 
bravely done.”’

PLANS TWO NEW GIANT LINERS. 


White Star Company Will Build Ves- 
sels with Tonnage of 45,000 
to 50,000. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNB, } 

LIVERPOOL, April 22.—The White Star 
Steamship company has announced that the 
keels of two of the largest steamships in the 
world will be laid down in the yards of 
Harland & Wolff at Belfast within two 
months. They will be not less than 840 feet 
in length, with a beam of 78 feet. Their ton- 
nage will be from 45,000 to 50,000. They will 
be fitted with both turbine and reciprocating 
engines and will have a minimum speed of 
twenty-one knots.

Pharmacists Responsible for 
Incipient Crime. 
A stand 8 the sale of liquors and nar- 


cotics by pharmacists was taken by the mem- 
bers of the executive committee of the Na- 


tional Association of Retail Druggists at 


the Vidtoria hotel yesterday. It was finally 
agreed that these articles should only be 
used as ingredients. 

The question came up during a discussion 
of a resolution, which was adopted, demand- 


ing that the drug stores shall cease to be 


general loafing or trysting places, and de- 
claring for a lew that will permit no pre- 
scription to be refilled unless so ordered by 
the prescribing physician. 

Drafts of bills embodying the resolution 
will be sent to all state organizations and 
to all associations allied with therdrug- 
gists’ organization, asking that they be pre- 
sented as early as possible to the legislatures 
of their states for enactment. 


Favors the Resolution. 

Thomas H. Botts of Philadelphia, president 
of the asoclatlon, opened; the debate on the 
resolution. 

“If the public will kindly examine their 
prescriptions and find an imnocent little 
‘N-R’ In one corner, they may know that 
the day of their former practice of using the 
one piece of paper for the remedy of the 
neighborhood is has passed, said Mr. Botts. 
“If physicians will place this little ‘N-R’ 
on each prescription, which means ‘ No re- 
fill,” it will stop the practice of the drug 
store drinker, ‘dope fiend," or user of nar- 
cotics, And will mean another fee for the

PUBLIC SCHOOL INSTRUCTION, 

There is a belief in some quarters that 
the instruction given in the public schools 
is inferior to that in high grade private 
academies. Sometimes this feeling has 
led parents to prefer the latter to the 
former. Other factors no doubt are in- 
fiuential in the decision in the home which 
results in the selection of the private 
preparatory school. But the superiority 
of instruction is not supported by the 
testimony of President Eliot in his an- 
nual report on the work of Harvard un- 
versity. : 
In the last year more than 48 per cent 
of the candidates for first admission came 
from the public schools. When the great 
number of private schools and famous 
academies in the east is recalled the state- 
ment of this proportion is surprising. 
During the year out of 199 holders of 
scholarships awarded for high standing in 
studies 129 were prepared in the public 
schools. This large proportion is called 
the normal one. 

The opinion is expressed that in all 
probability the boys who come from the 
public schools have a more vivid sense 
tien the others that they must acquire in 
college the capacity to earn a good living 
in some intellectwal calling. As the fees 
in many of the private schools are large, 
the sons of the well to do naturally pre- 
dominate. It is quite likely, therefore, 
that the etimulus to hard work upon books 
is not so marked among them as it is 
among a similar number of boys in the 
public schools. When every allowance is 
made the paragraphs of the report men- 
tioned will afford gratification to the 
friends of the public high school. 

The democratic influence of association 
in the public schools has been urged as 
one of the most important features of 
such institutions. The aggressive teach- 
ers in them bave also asserted strongly 
the fact of the steady improvement of 
methods and facilities for work of the 
highest scholarly type in secondary sub- 
jects. This.testimony from the oldest of 
American universities seems to bear out 
their contention. 

The demands of life have drawn many 
boys from school before the high school 
15 was reached. Some have said this is 

ue to the lack of teachers of power. 
The figures from tie Harvard report 
bring encouragement to the large com- 
pany who have steadfastly believed in 
the ability and the earnestness of the in- 
structors in the high school and in the 
appreciation by the pupils of the advan- 
tages offered at the public cost.

Bojidar Karageorgevitch, who earned his 
ving in turn as 4 Parisian journalist, as 
an author, as a proofreader, as a mediocre 
painter, and in recent years as a clever 
artificer of fancy jewelry at $2 a day, came 
prominently befere the public about four 
years ago by a remarkable and amazing at- 
tack on Marie Baghkirteoff. During her 
lifetime he was one of her most intimate 
friends and admirers, and after her death 
earned à good deal of money by his writings 
about her and a considerable amount of 
prestige by his association with her. 

It may be remembered that the most amaz- 
ing thing about this young girl's literary pro- 
ductions was her precocity, which forms, 
indeéd, the subject ef no end of discussion 
not only in the’ werld of letters but also in 
scientific and medical circles, yolumes_Aav- 
ing been written ebout the matter. 

Bojidar Karageorgevi in his attack 
upon her memory to which I refer, proved 
in the most conclusive manner, which admits 
of no question or argument, that at the time 
Marie was writing about her extraor- 
dinary infatuation for the late duke of Ham- 
ton in such an extravagant fashion as to 
excite the attention of Prof. Lombroso and 
of other scientists, she was not 12 years old, 
as had been alleged and as everybody had 
believed, but at least 18, which, of course, 
does away with all her pretensions to pre- 
cocity. In addition to this, Bojidar Kara- 
georgevitch went on to show that the friend- 
ship which was asserted to exist between 
Marie Bashkirtsoff and the great French 
painter, Bastien-Lepage, was altogether 
imaginary, a creation of the fantastic brain 
of Marie, since the girl and the artist did 
not meet more than a dosen times at the 
most, and then not in any intimate manner, 
but driving in the Bois de Boulogne, at ex- 
hibitions of paintings, and at the opera. 


„ 


1 also drew attention to the fact 
that Marie's description of the painter's 
mother, whom she professed to know inti- 
mately, in no way resembled that lady. 
Finally Bojidar, in referring to the so-called 
pilgrimage of the novelist and ac&demician, 
Maurice Barres, to the domicile and atelier 
of Marie in the Rue de Prony, and to that 
writer's impassioned portrayal of the young 
oe workroom, with her becks and her 
avorite authors left open just ag they were 
at the time of her death, demonstrates that 
Marie never lived in the Rue de Prony, to 


which her family only moved some time 


after her death, which took place at 10 Rue 
Ampere. 5 

In fact, Bojidar Karageorgevitch, having 
earned much money and literary fame by 
vaunting hie young Marte Bashkirtsoff to the 
skies as a phenomenon of precocious genius, 
created @ still greater sensation in the fall of 
1908 by destroying this pedestal of the statue 
which he had helped to raise and by proving 
in the most convincing manner that this 
much discussed young girl was something 
in the nature of a literary fraud who per- 
mitted her imagination to get the better of 
the strict truth and who had that imagination 
humored by her family and friends, 

This attack by Bojidar Karageorgevitch, 
which evoked remembrance of the old French 
proverb to the effect On n'est jamais trahis 
que par les slenes (one is never betrayed 
but by one's friends), appeared in the Paris 
Revue in the September or October nu 
of 1908, and may be commended to the careful 
perusal of all those who have been in any 
way interested in the writings and in the 
career of Marie Bashkirtsoff. 

Tt is Bojider’s brother, Alexis, who visited 
this country some years ago in a vain en- 
deavor to push his suit for the hand of the 
daughter and heiress of B. C. Swift of Chi- 
cago. He has been equally unsuccessful in 
his hunt for the fortunes of other heiresses, 
and, earning a precarious livelihood as a 
photographer, now lives with his widowed 
mother in straitened circumstances. Had 
he married Miss Swift and‘ been able to dis- 
pose of some of her father’s wealth, he 
might have been in a position to enforce the 
superiority of his claims to the Servian 
throne over those of his cousin Peter and 
might have secured his election to the crown 
of Servia after the murder of Alexander 
in the place of the relatively penniless Peter. 

If the assassins of King Alexander had 
been called upon 
moneyed candidate for the throne and one 
without resources, they would assuredly 
have selected the rieher of the two, and in 
that event we might have seen today an 
American woman occupying the throne of 


Servia.
